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Claims Allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A continuous process for fractionating a C4 fraction by extractive distillation using 
a selective solvent in an extractive column as claimed in claim 17, and having a dividing 
wall that extends in the longitudinal direction to an uppermost point of the extractive 
distillation column to form a first region, a second region, and a lower combined column 
region, is not taught or fairly suggested in the prior art. 

The closest prior art teaches a dividing wall but not extending to the uppermost 
point and thus, forming a first region, a second region, a lower combined region and an 
additional combined upper region. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
